Paufl, 
when fhall commence a General Converfion of Un- 
believers ; when all Nations (hall acknowledg 
Chrift, when the Jews /hall come to his Light,and 
the Gentiles to the Brightne/s of his Rifing. When 
thofe Ancient Prophefies hall be Punétually ful- 
fill’d ; The Wolf fhall dwell with the Lamb, and the 
Leopard fhall lye down with the Kid ; and the Calf 
and the Young Lion, and the Fatlin together, anda 
young Child fhalllead them. They fhall mot Hurt nor 
Defircy in ail my Holy Mountain ; for the Earth fhall 
be full of the Knowledg of the Lord, as the Waiters 
cover the Sea, As the Earth bringeth forth her Bud 
and as the Garden caufeth the things, that are fown 
in it, to bring forth, fo the Lord will can’: Righte- 
oufnels and Praife to [pring forth before all Nations.
